Press, and citizens: of Arkansas; I am happy to extend my personal greetings: to each of you 


on t he opening of the 53rd Session of the General Assembly of Arkansas.

“It has been four years since, by taking the oath of office, I first assumed 


the responsibilities of the highest office within the gift of the people of this state. 


On that occasion and subsequent occasions when the General Assembly was convened, it 


TON ~~ appeared to me to be my duty to outline a legislative and administrative program for 


the „Assembly's. consideration. “Out of the wealth of experience of the four. intervenir. 
years, I have learneá much which might be molded into suggestions and advice on this 
occasion. It appears to me, however, that my exclusive prerogative at this time is to 


review the accomplishments of these four years and thus avoid being placed in the 


attitude of attempting to usurp the prerogative of the new leadership. ` . 
In as 1937, we closed a two-phase cycle in the experiences of this state. 
Lately we had gone through a period of extravagance and debt creation which necessitated 
a period of debt liquidation and expense curtailment. Expansion and progress had to wait. 
We recognized the need for expanded facilities, and we were impressed with the Limitations 
of our people's ability to provide the means therefor. Yet a progrem was launched during 
sessions of the Fifty-first General Assembly under which it has been possible to liquidate 
debt, avoid increased in taxation, add to the capital accounts of our people, increase our 
cash reserves, and at the same time vastly expand facilities and services. -We have pursued 7 
a a course of efficient collection of established revenues, full cooperation with federal 


agencies, and wise and economical expenditure of income, 


» 


, Thus, it has not been' nepaneary, to imrease existing rates of taxation, and 


neither have we beenynder the necessity of creating rew forms of taxation. Nevertheless, s 


' we have liquidated nearly $30,000,000 of the states indebtedness, This has been done 


through the processes of refunding some: portions. of ene state's debt at lower rates of 
interest. Some of our refunding bonds were sold at the coupon rate of less than three 
percent, the first and only time that ‘this state's securities have borne such a low rate 
of interest. ) Otherwise, we have paid off substantial portions of the imebtedness 
before maturity at a discount and at par upon maturtty, | With the restoration of the 


“state's credit, however, our bonds: have moved up to such market values that we cannot 


reasonably hope to effect any very Aubstantial discounts in the future. 
While ae reducing the debt, we “have at the Sane time inc reased the physical 


value of state properties nearly #30, 000,000, These properties include new buildings and 


facilities for all state colleges, the University, the University Medical School, the State 
Hospital, the penitentiary, the Women's Reformatory, the Schools for the Blind and Deaf, 


. the Boys! Industrial Schools, the state Police Department; the Capitol and grounds, jena wae Bae 


the Territorial Capitol, the Game and Fish Commis sion, the state parks, the Health Department 


' (now under cor truction), the National Guard (aise) and privately-owned toll bridges 


purchased and freed of tolls, and new roads, bridges, grade crossing signals and separations 


representing a value of more than $15,000,000 of the $30,000,000 total.

As 
compared to the -four-year period preceding 1937, the common school fund apportionment Was de lise 
increased more than $3, 000,000, an increase of approximately 300 per cent. Federal and 
state vocational education funds were inereased from $773,000 to more than $1,000,000. 
We have financed the purchase of textbooks to the extent of nearly $1,500,000, The salaries 
of county examire rs were imreased from $73,000 to nearly $200,000, One hundred fifty thousand 
dollars was made available for the establishment of rural free library service, Library 
service has through this method been made available to hearly 500,000 citizens who heretofore 
had no libraries available to them, Approximately $500,000 is accumulated in the Teachers!

Department, and others have as their objective the conservation of our natural resources, 
the publicizing of our advantages, the eradication of sectional discriminations, and the 
greater industrialization of our state. 


Our per capita cost of government is the lowest inthe nation. That is as it 


`“ should be since the per capita income of our people is likewise one of the lowest. As the 


per capita income grows, tax income for the support of-public imtitutions, agencies, and ser- 
vices will grow likewise if there is continued efficient administration of the affairs of 


those agencies dealing with the problesm of taxation. In the calendar year closed on December 


oes 1940, your state Revenue Department collected more than $27,000,000. This is more than 


$2,000,000 in excess of the greatest total annual collections heretofore. The cost of operating 
this department is thus reduced to less than three per cent of the money collected. Values of 
real ane personal property for ad valorem tax purposes have been brought up approximately ten 
per cent under the influence and urge of the Tax Division of the Corporation Commission, 

It is with a feeling of deep himility that I have hurriedly reviewed the accomplish- 
ments of the four years during which I have been permitted va be the chief executive of our 
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; beleved state. These accomplishments could not have occurred except with the cooperation 
of fine, unselfish men and women =- oer of the General Assembly, hundreds of public- 
spirited men and women who have given freely of their time, energies, and means in service 
upon honorary boards and cammissions. The state's various departments and institutions have 
been headed by men ma women of integrity, vision, and energy, They have been aseisted by

Out of these experiences, relationships have devealped which transcend. political 

alignments ==- real friendships. That includes a major portion who are here on this occasion,

This concludes ten years of my life given to the service of our Toveri the 
people. If any social, spiritual, or political values have been added by me remains for 
others to say.

SECTION 5. CONSPIRATORS. If two or more persons knowingly and intention- 
ally conspire together to commit any act declared to be unlawful under Sections 2 and 

3 of this Aet, and commit some overt act in'an attempt to accomplish said purposes, 
each person found to be guilty of such conspiracy shall be guilty of a criminal 
offense and subject to the same punishment-as is provided in Sections 2 and 3 of 
this Act, as the case may be. 

. ` SECTION 6. WITNESSES! PRIVILEGES. No person shall be execused from testify- 
ing as a witness in any court of competent jurisdiction concerning anything made un- 
lawful by this Act, and may be compelled to produce any book, paper or document, in 
his possession in connection with his testimony, or for use at the trial, as is now 
provided by law. But the testimony so given by such witness, or the books, papers 
or documents so produced by him, shall not be used as evidence against him, nor form 
the basis of a criminal charge against him. 

SECTION 7. UNLAWFUL ENTRY ON PROPERTY. It shall be unlawful for any per- 


son to enter upon the enclosed premises of another, without permission of the owner 


thereof, for the purpose of committing an act herein declared to be unlawful. 
Whoever shall violate the provisions of this Section shall be deemed guilty of a 
criminal offense and punished: by imprisomment for not more than ten days or by 
a fine of not more than fifty dollars, or by both such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court or jury trying the case. | 

SECTION 8, QUESTIONING AND DETAINING SUSPECTED PERSONS. It shall not 
be lawful for any private employees, acting as watchmen, guards or in a super- 
visory capacity, of any individual, partnership, association, or corporation, 
engaged in the manufacture, production, transportation or storage of any article 
or thing, described in Section 2 hereof, to arrest or detain, any person found 


on any premises to which entry without permission is forbidden by Section 7 “or

SECTION 9. CLOSING AND RESTRICTING USE OF HIGHWAY. If it shall become AS 


-necessary for a public highway to be closed to travel for the protection of the- 


ge 


public, it shall-be Lawful—for—the- Prosecuting Attorney of the County where such 
highway is sought to be closed to apply to the Chancery Court or Judge of the 
District for an order closing same, stating in writing the reasons and necessity 
therefor. The Court shall thereafter cause reasonable notice to be given to all 
interested parties that such application is made, fixing a time and place for 
hearing. All parties. interested as land owners or users of the highway, or to be 


affected by the closing, shall be entitied to be made parties to said cause and 


heard on said application. If the Court. shall find from the evidence that Le is 
reasonable, just and proper that travel on said highway should be A! or 
prevented, appropriate orders shall be made by the Court to do so, having due 
regard to the rights of the public and all parties in interest. Any aggrieved 
person may appeal from such orders as in other cases in equity. | 

* SECTION 10. RIGHTS OF LABOR. Nothing in this Act.shall be construed 
as impairing, curtailing or destroying any right of employees and their repre- 
sentatives to self-organization, to form, Join, or assist labor unions, or to 
bargain collectively through representatives of their own choosing, or to engage 
in concerted activities. It is not intended by this Act that the members of 
-1abor unions, their officers and representatives shall be deprived of any legal 


rights which they now hav or may have hereafter. 
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SECTION 11. It is found to be a fact that subversive activities 
threaten in many instances the success of America's Defense efforts, a threat 
that may have already been extended to Arkansas; Therefore, this act being 
necessary for the public peace, health, and safety of the citizens of Arkansas, 
an emergency is hereby declared to exist and this shallb e in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and approval.
